The  old  house  was  a  story  and  a  half  high,  the  lower  story  of  logs 
and  the  upper  of  frame.  One  went  upstairs  from  the  outside. 

£e  collected, in  the  fall  of  1880,  money  for  a  bell  for  Verona  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  gave  a  social,  cooked  the  food  alone,  and  those  who 
came  paid  only  twenty-five  cents  a  couple.  The  bell  cost  twe-  fifty- five 
dollars. 

The  cost  of  coming  to  market  to  Kingston  was  fifty-two  cents,  ten 
cents  to  get  on  the  market,  and  forty-two  cents  from  Slacks  Corner  to  K4« 
Kingston.  This  paid  both  ways. 

For  a  period  of  a  year  or  two  it  was  undecided  who  would  get  the 
Homestead, i.e.,  John  Randolph  or  Sylvester,  When  it  was  decided  that 
Sylvester  would  stay,  a  contract  for  removing  the  manure  was  given  to 
Caleb  Hicks.  Caleb  and  his  nephew  w»e»    were  going  to  do  it  but  Grand- 
ma Burleigh  said  she  would  rather  feed  a  bee  than  Caleb  as  he  was  so 
slow.  So  a  bee  was  held  and  forty  teams  and  a  hundred  men  were  present. 

He  was  County  Constable  when  he  was  a  young  man  and  after  fifty 
years  service  he  was  appointed  County  Constable  for  life,  an  honorary 
position. 

In  Mar. 10, 1852  he  married  MaRTHa  MILLINGTQB  TAYLOR,  born  Mar.14, 
1833,  died  i?eb.
